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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 17 would render claims 21 and 22 in violation of 35 USC 112, first paragraph. Both 
claims 21 and 22 would recite the combination of a pair of parallel arms and arms that extend into a layer of elastic material through the 
upper assembly. There is no support for this combination of features in the specification, which discloses each of these features 
seperatly and not in combination. The intrduction of the combination in the present amendment represents impermissable new matter. 
The examiner's restriction between species is not relevant to this issue. In addition, withdrawn claims 23-27 would not be rejoined upon 
the issuance of claim 17 since claims 23-27 suffer from deficiencies under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, that are similar to the problems 
of claims 21 and 22. That is, the specification does not provide support for the combination of the features introduced in claims 23-27 
and the features recited in claims 17, 21, and 22 from which claims 23-27 depend. 
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
